They 
have been citizens for more than 20 years, but here in 
this part of the United States they have been kept from 
voting. Maybe someday soon there will be an Indian in 
the State governments here in Arizona and New Mexico. 
And maybe someday soon there will be Indians from out 
here in Congress. There is nothing to stop them now.

The war made it necessary to close the day school at 
Aneth, Utah. There were no funds for its operation. 
Since the close of the war the education office at Window 
Rock has made repeated efforts to re-open Aneth as a 
boarding school. Recently Congress approved the propos¬ 
al that Navajo day schools be converted into boarding 
schools, and that provision be made for vocational train¬ 
ing for adults. However, Congress adjourned in July

The Shipaya Indians of Brazil have the following 
story of the first death: Long ago there was a powerful 
magician who decided that he would make people immor¬ 
tal. So he told his people to gather by a river, and wait 
until they saw three boats come by. He told the people 
to throw their arms around the occupant of the first boat. 
So they gathered by the river and waited until they saw 
a boat. When the boat came by they ran forward to 
embrace the occupant, but recoiled when they saw that 
the boat was full of rotten meat. The second boat came 
by, and the people all ran to embrace the occupant. But 
the one they embraced was Death. The magician was 
disgusted, and upbraided the people, telling them that 
no matter what he tried to do for them, they always did 
the opposite of what he told them to do. The rocks, the 
trees and the snakes embraced the occupant of the first 
boat, so they do not die. 


without making the required funds available. White 
people the country over have heard about the plight of 
the Navajos, and they wanted to help. One of the white 
men who wanted to help the Navajos came to Window 
Rock, and was told about Aneth. He heard about how 
there was no money with which to build needed dormU 
tories and re-open the school. This man was from the 
Friendship Service Committee. These people are also 
called Quakers. Soon 24 white people (Quakers) arrived 
at Aneth. There were both men and women, and many 
did not know one another before they arrived here. They 
paid their own way out here. They are building the 
buildings at Aneth themselves. They are working for 
nothing. They are putting up two children's dormitories, 
and a separate place for the Navajos who will take care 
of the children. There will be room at this school for 60 
children. They will eat and sleep" there. Children be¬ 
tween the ages of 6 — 12 years will go to school there.

For the first time in their lives many Navajos are 
going to have a chance to vote in state and national e- 
lections in Arizona. Many Navajos are not certain just 
what this newly-won right means to them. Washington 
has always symbolized a hazy concept of the government 
for the Navajos. Washington is the provider of needed 
things and the one that gets blamed when these things 
are not forthcoming. The Navajos must learn about our 
government. They must learn that we the peoplfe are 
the government. We elect men to represent us in Wash¬ 
ington. A man is elected to office because he stands for 
the legislation desired by a majority of the people. We 
vote to decide which man will represent us, so often times 
it is our own fault when someone is elected who does not 
carry out the wishes of the majority. It is our own fault 
if we vote unwisely, or fail to vote at all. Once the white 
people were under kings who had the power of life or 
death over them. The kings made laws without asking 
the people whether they liked his legislation or not. And 
as time went on the people suffered more and more under 
these kings, and finally they wrested a voice in the gov¬ 
ernment. Some of the ancestors of the white men came 
over to this side of the ocean so they could set up a gov¬ 
ernment of the people, and thus assure their freedom. 
So it is up to the people to select the government that 
they prefer. The Navajos must find out what each of the 
candidates for an office thinks, and then vote for the man 
who will do the best job for the nation.
